When an alarm was given, Mr. Egerton 
made strenuous efiorts to extinguish the 
fire by means of the hand hose, but this 
was of hittle use, and a hurried exit was I 
made by the assistants.

Tt was estimated that the damage to

NOISE MADE BY 
MACHINERY. 


REDUCED TO VANISHING 


POINT. 


A paper, entitled “The Analysis and 
the Measurement of _Noise Emiited by 
Machinery,” was read by Mr. B. A. G. 
Churcher at a meeting of the Irish Centre 
of the Institute of Electrical Engineers, in 
the Physical Laboratory, Trinity College. 

Mr. Churcher, who, with Mr. A. J. Kin , 
was the joint author of the paper, described 
the work, which is part of extensive research 
that is being carried out by a firm of manu- 
facturers of electrical machinery in Man- 
chester, with the object of enabling them to 
make electrical machinery and apparatus to 
operate quietly in every case where quietness 
is desired; for instance, in the driving of 
ventilating fans in ships, of motors fcr play- 
ing organs, and of transformers, and such 
machinery in residential districts, and in 
consumers’ premises. The authors mentioned, 
he said, had designed and constructed a 
special apparatus for measuring the strength 


Sin,—Your readers will notice that Father 
Browne makes no attempt to substantiate the 
charge of bribery and corruption which was 
the most serious indictment in his attack on 
our institutions, They can draw their own 
conclusions from this significant silence.

6d. per head in freight, in order 
that the owners of the 96,161 “' through rate” 
cattle could have them carried at an 
approximate sea freight of 7s. 6d. per head. 
As the British and Irish Company can carry 
cattle at 14s. a head to Manchester, thirty 
miles further than Birkenhead, because there 
are no “ through rates,”’ the rate of 16s. 6d. 
to Birkenhead is unjust to the Dublin owner. 
Apparently, if there were no through rates, 
it should not exceed 12s. per head, and in 
view of the enormously improved service and 
the great reduction in losses from death and 
injury, this rate would appear to be a fair 
one. 

The whole question of the retention or 
abolition of through rates requires. the care- 
ful consideration of all interested ; individual 
cases show curious results. For instance, an 
owner of ten cattle on a farm between May- 
nooth and Dublin could send them to Birken- 
head from either place, but his freight via 
Maynooth would be a shade over 14s.

In order to erect this bridge very large, 
up-to-date and well-equipped workshops have 
been constructed near the site, and in these 
the arch is being fabricated in panels, which 
are placed on punts, towed out to the re- 
quired point beneath the span, and raised into 
the position by means of a “' creeper’’ crane, 
mounted on the upper boom of the arch. 
The large testing machine used is capable of 
applying a load of 1,250 tons—a world’s 
‘* record.” 

The bearings, each of which has to with- 
stand a thrust of 20,000 tons, are of cast 
steel, and weigh 296 tons. The bases ccnsist 
of six steel. castings (26 tons each), which 
carry an A-shaped pedestal supporting the 
bearing pin (14; i oe in diameter and 13 
fect 8 inches long). The total area of the 
bearing is 504 square feet. 

The construction of the arch is proceed- 
ing simultaneously from both sides, and the 
bridge is expected to be finished in 1931. 
When complete its maximum capacity will 
be 168 electric trains, 6,000 road vehicles and 
40,000 pedestrians per hour. Under these 
conditions the deflection at mid-span. should 
be four-and-a-half inches. 

The architectural features introduced are 
in keeping with the character of the bridge, 
arid its surroundings and the completed 
arch should add a touch of grandeur te the 
already beautiful harbour,

(Campbell, said that since the meeption of 
the housing subsidy it had been the aim of 
bhe Government to secure the building of 
houses which could be Jet at a rent which 
would be within the means of the poorer 
paid working classes. It was for this reason 
that when a house was permitted of the 
raximum area of 950 suiperficial feet, and it 
was found that the tendency of builders was 
to build to this maximum and to prodnce a 
house which was beyond the means of the 
working class, the Government asked Parhe- 
ment to reduce the maximum superficial area 
' the subsidy. There could be 
ihis change of policy had 
secured large number of working-class 
houses wirich were available for letting pur- 
poses. 

The Government was convinced that the 
only sound method of reducing rents pet- 
manently Was tO secure an adequate su ply 
of houses. Houses were being soplesed at 
the rate ef about 400 per month, and this 
was.a very substantial contribution towards 
the solution of the housing problem. Much 
still remained to be done, but a proof that 
the policy of the Government was having 
effect was to be found in the fact that there 
was clear evidence of a tendency for rents 
io fall appreciably, and that the pressure ‘on 
ihe poorer type of the old houses has n 
ic some extent eased. In view of the satis- 
factory progress which was being made at 
the present time, the Goverument did not 
think it desirable to make any change in 
their housing policy, which, however, must 
again come up for review towards the end 
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of the year.

LOAN OF £14,525 NEEDED. 

A sworn inquiry. concerning the application 
of the Rathdown No. 1 Rural Council for 
sanction of a loan of 214,525, was held yester- 
day at Loughlinstown by Mr, Nicholas 
O'Dwyer, B.E., Engineering Inspector to the 
Ministry for Local Government. The. money 
Was requ red for a new sewerage scheme at 
Sandyford, Dundrum. There was no opposi- 
tion to the proposal. 

Mr, E, . O'Donnell, solicitor (Messrs.

Bannatyne presiding) adopted a resolu- 
tion to have herons, cormorants, mergansers, 
heron gulls and great black-backed gulls 
excluded from the Wild Birds Protection Bill, 
as these birds were especially destructive of 
fish.

Mr. Croker said that the 
heron was. getting very scarce in Jreland, 
and he hoped they would be preserved. Mr, 
Blood Smyth, solicitor, said that herons had 
killed all the goldfish in lis pond, in which 
his men had dhot three herons.

DROGHEDA CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


REFERENCE TO FREE STATE’S 
TRADE, 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Drogheda Chamber of Commerce, which was 
held last night, Mr. Anthony Cowdy, Presi- 
dent, who, presided, -in his review of the 
Chamber’s activities during the past year, 
said that it was a matter of deep regret that 
there had been no reduction of unemploy- 
ment, The total number of persons registered 
as unemployed at the Drogheda Labour Ex- 
change on February 4th, .1929, was 480, 
while the number on February órd, 1930, 
was 551, an inctease of 51. 

Having alluded to the fact that the traflic 
at the harbour’ continued to develop, Mr. 
Cowdy dealt with the housing problems, and 
went on to deal woth the question of de- 
stag Unless local and national taxation 
was levied with the most rigid economy, he 
said, producers for export would be up 
against impossible competition, resulting im 
a considerable increase of unemployment. 
The textile industries in Drogheda had had 
a very lean year, and the increased volume 
of business which obtained during part of 
the year had not been maintained. Competi- 
tion was keever than ever before, and the 
difficulties were not any less owing to the 
fact that their competitors were now de- 
rated to a considerable extent. 


Dealing with the welfare of the community 
at large, Mr. Cowdy said that the volume of 
the country’s trade for 1929 showed an 
increase of £3,451,000 over 1928, but he 
regretted that the decreasing’ trénd 
during 1927 and 1928 of the adverse 
trade balance had not been maintained. There 
was no doubt that the tremendous shortage 
of pigs in Ireland accounted for a portion of 
the adverse balance. This was bhreac Cá 
regrettable, especially in the past six months, 
when there was such an abundant harvest of 
pavniese, barley and oats, which could only 
sold at unremunerative prices. These 
crops could have been used for feeding of 
pigs to great advantage. If the Free State 
was to prosper production for home use and 
export. must be made more efficient and con- 
siderably increased. - 

There was one very bright spot in the coun- 
try’s welfare, concluded Mr. Cowdy, the Ford 
tractor industry at Cork, where, he under- 
stood, there were 6,000 people employed, with 
a weekly pay roll of ,000 to. 000. This 
industry should make a very marked differ- 
ence in the ratio of imports and exports dur- 
ing the coming year. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. Ed. 
McArdle, President of the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce and a member of the Com- 
mission on De-rating, said that. de-rating 
would cost, if adopted on the English lines, 
about. £2,050,000, and the question was how 
was that sum to be raised. i

Lord Westbury was found dead yesterday, 
having thrown himself from a window of lis 
flat in St. James’s Court, London, 8.wW, He 
fell a distance ‘of over thirty yards, and 
crashed through the glass roof of a Vératidah. 

At the inquest, which was held later in the 
day, it was stated that Lord Westbury, who 
was 77 years of age, had been ill for a long 
time, and had a day and a night nurse for 
some months. 

Mr. Ernest Charles Daintrey, solicitor, 
who identified the body, produced two letters 


which had been enclosed in black-edged en-.| 


velopes, atid in one of which Lord Westbury 
said—“ 1 really cannot stand any more 
horrors.”” 

A nurse, giving evidence, said that he told 
her to go out of lis room about 7 a:m., and 
not to wake him till 8 a.m. Shortly after 
she left the room she heard the crash. She 
stated that Lord Westbury had lost a son 
recently, and that had worried him very 
much, 

A verdict of suicide while of unsound mind 
was returned.

The Hon. Richard Bethell, who died 
recently, was a son of Lord Westbury. He 
had been associated with Mr. Howard Carter 
in the Tutankhamen tomb excavations, and 
Lord Westbury was said to have worried over 
the strange legend of the curse of the 
Pharaohs. 

Captain Bethell was secretary to Mr. 
Howard Carter, who worked on the excaya- 
tion of the tomb in the Valley of the Kings. 
It was Lord Carnarvon who began the work. 
A few weeks after entering the tomb, how: 
ever, Lord Carnarvon died after receiving a 
mosquito bite. At various later dates eight 
other people concerned in the work at the 
tomb have also died. Captain Bethell, who 
was apparently in good health, was found 
Fh in his bedroom at the Bath Club, May- 
air.

FLOUR MILLING 
SCHEME. 
A DAIL MEMBER'S 
VIEWS. 


IRELAND AS A DUMPING 
GROUND,

The announcement in the Irish Times 
of last ‘Tuesday that the Irish Flour- 
Millers’ Association ws considering a 
rationalisation scheme in connection with 
the milling industry has aroused great 
interest all over the country. The ado 
tion of a scheme of the kind, which wed 
mean the closing of a number of the mills, 
would, it is feared, lead to further unem- 
ployment in the milling areas. 

Mr. M. J. Hennessy, T.D., who called 
attention to thé matter in the Dail last 
Taesday, said to an Irish Times reporter 


of the Dail I have taken a keen interest 
in the milling industry of the Free State ; 
for I am anxious to see our mills pro- 
ducing all the flour that we consume, I 
have been in close touch with millers of 
the Free State especially those who would 
be described as small millers, and they 
have told me that if this ration: “isation 
scheme, ~orking in conjunetion with the 
British scheme, is put in operation in the 
Free State, its effect will be to close down 
all the small or medium-sized mills of the 
country-—probably lhalf-a-dozen of them 
would disappear. 


RESTRICTED OUTPUT. 

‘* A second result will be that the mills 
which will be allowed to exist will be per- 
mitted to manufacture only a small 
quantity of flour, because the English 
millers will have the right under. the 
scheme to send in as much flour 
as hitherto, and the Free State 
millers will Le little better than dis- 
tributors. Every mill can trade only in a 
certain area, which will kill al! com- 
petition as well as incentive to produce. 

‘* We consume,”’ he said, “in the Free 
State about 3,000,000 sacks of flour, one- 
half of which is imported, the remainder 
being milled in the Free State from im- 
ported wheat. ‘the cost of turning wheat 
into flour is, roughly, 45s. per sack. 


OBJECTION TO ABSORPTION. 

"“ England is over-milled, and to keep 
her mills going at full capacity she manu- 
fattures 20 per cent. more flour than she 
requires for home consumption. Of the 
suvplus the Free State takes seven-tenths, 
and three-tenths 1s sent to other countries. 

“We do not,” said Mr. Hennessy, 
“object to rationalisation of this 
industry, and I believe the Government 
would help it in every way possible, but 
what we object to is that the Irish milling 
trade should be absorbed by an outside 
‘combine.’ 


AN ADVANTAGEOUS POSITION. 

“At present the English millers dump 
most of their surplus flour in this country, 
and can place flour in the midlands at a 
cheaper rate than the Dublin. miller. 
because the through freight from Liver- 
pool to the midlands is cheaper than that 
from Kingsbridge Station, Dublin. In 
addition to that their flour is exempted 
from outward coastwise voyage dues by 
the Mersey Docks and Harhour Board 
since th: Ist April, 1929, which places 
Liverpool flour millers in a very advan- 
tageous position. 

When asked vesterday afternoon if the 
Irish Miliers’ Association had any state- 
ment to make with regard to the proposed 
scheme, the Secretary replied in the 
negative.

The following message has been received 
from the official ‘ass Agency :—‘‘ The 
hewspapers declare that the Pope's present 
anti-Soviet campaign represents the con- 
tinuation of his anti-Soviet activity, when, 
as Nuucio to Poiand, he gave his blessing 
to the war against the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. The Press declares that 
in a letter to Cardinal Pompili the Pope 
confessed that, following Benedict XV., 
he had been conducting an anti-Soviet 
campaign, and had made numerous efforts 
to induce the Western Governments. to 
blockade the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics. 

“The papers also refer to the fact that 
the Pope has formed a Special Committee 
on Russian Affairs, and that in 1927 he 
established in the Vatican a seminary for 
White Guard officers, and that shortly 
before the Russo-Chinese conflict a similar 
seminary was discovered in the form of a 
monastery in Manchuria.”’ 


THE METROPOLITAN 
SERGIUS. 


BISHOP NIKOLAI AND THE 
INTERVIEW. 

Bishop Nikolai, of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, who now is attached to St. 
Philip’s, Buckingham Palace road, the 
Russian church in London, attended a 
Mass of Intercession for friends in Russia’ 
at the Church of St. Mary-le-Strand yes- 
terday. 

The Bishop has been for two years in 
England. He does not speak English, but 
through an interpreter he told a Press 
Association representative that ‘‘ the 
official interview with the Metropoiitan 
Sergius must be taken with reserve. It 
may be confirmed or it may be a Soviet 
fab:ication, he said. The interview might 
have been given, and the statement by the 
Metropolitan published under duress and 
pressure. It is necessary to be exceedingly 
cautious about the news communicated by 
the Soviet Press. All there statements 
need to be substantiated by facts from 
independent and trustworthv sources, and 
it is not easy to get the truth. 

“It is painful for me to say it, but 
the interview with the Metropolitan 
Sergius may be confirmed as having come 
from him, and it will not surprise me if 
it is. The thing to remember is that 
everything in Russia is now under Soviet 
control. In 1927 the Metropolitan Sergius 
issued a report in which he recognised the 
Soviet Government, and gave it his bless- 
ing. His position is very precarious, 
and he could not very well change his 
opinion.”’

Economy, like charity, should begin at 
home, in the opinion of Professor Thrift, 
who moved the second reading of the 
Oireachtas (Payment of Members) Bill 
in the Dail yesterday. At least, if it 
should not begin at home, it should begin 
literally next door; for the object of the 
bill is to reduce Senators’ allowances. 

The Independent group had looked 
about on every side, seeking some way to 
save the public money, and had decided 
that members of the Second Chamber 
were the obvious persons to suffer in the 
good cause Senators did not do nearly 
us ‘much work as deputies; yet they 
received the same allowance.

His idea seemed to suggest that 
Senators c*uld be fitted with the oratorical 
or political equivalent of a gas meter, 
which would be read every quarter by a 
qualified official. 

Mr. Lemass quite agreed that Senators 
did less work than the deputies in the 
Dail. They were only ‘‘ part-timers,”’ 
with no constituents to bother them, and 
consequently were put to less expense.

Instead the witnesses related facts 
concerning the outside movements of some 
of the principals in the case, while a 
statement was made by Patrick Whelav, 
the hotel proprietor, one of the accused, tw 
which he denied altogether that he had 
seen Larry Griffin on Christmas night,

The Superintendent 
told him to dress and come to the 
barracks.

To Mr. Keane—There was nothing unusual 
about Morrissey standing at Whelan 's early 
in the morning. 

EVIDENCE CONCERNING GRIFFIN. 

Patrick Power, Carrigahilla, said that he 
lived about a quarter of a mile from Strad- 
bally. He was in Stradbally on Christmas 
Day, and was standing at Whelan’s corner 
in the evening at about 6.30 p.m. He stood 
at the window next the front door, and saw 
Larry Griffin, Dulea and Guard Frawley 
standing outside Frawley’s residence. The 
witness next saw Guard l'rawley come up and 
go in to Whelan’s by the back way. 

Sergeant Cullinan, who was standing at 
Byrne’s corner, went into Whelan’s after 
(;oard Frawley. After a few minutes Guard 
Frawley came out, and rejoined Dulea and 
Larry Griffin. Sergeant Cullinan followed 
him out, and went to Byrne’s corner again. 
Larry Griffin and Dulea then passed around 
the corner. They were close to witness. 
Dulea was rolling a bicycle. Griffin had his 
arm around Dulea. They went up the Chapel 
road. The witness could not say where they 
went later, because he did not look around 
the corner. The witness spent about half en 
hour at the corner after that. He did not 
see any of the Whelan family. Griffin was 
sick when he passed. 

NORA WHELAN’S OBSERVATION. 

Guard John Joseph Doddy, stationed at 
Tramore, stated that on the 25th January 
he assisted Detective O'Driscoll to remove a 
stove from Whelan’s shop, and when going 
to the yard to look for a piece of iron he met 
the detendant, Nora Whelan, and asked he: 
if there was an iron bar in the house. Nora 
Whelan said, ‘‘ There are no bloodstains on 
it."" Before she said that he had not sug- 
gested anything in that connection to her.

In the coerse af a statement in regard to 
elementary education in the 3ix Counties, the 
Roman Catholic Bishops of the area recall 
that when the Education Bill was before the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland in the year 
1925 t issued a statement of their con- 
sidered judgment on the pro measure, 
and protested against the tendency of the 
bill towards pure secularism in education. 
The protest passed unheeded and the bill 
became an Act of Parliament, and the new 
system of public elemen education was 
established, which pr with special 
| severity on the Catholics of Northern Ireland, 
as they could not obtain aid from public 
funds towards the erection and equipment of 
new schools or towards the improvement of 
existing schools, except on conditions which, 
on religious grounds, were unacceptable. 

The Rishupe go on to refer to an Encyclical 
recently published, in which they state the 
Ponti gave to the world “ an authoritative 
exposition of Catholic teaching on Christian 
education in its main principles.”’ 

RELIGIOUS IN UCTION. 

“It is clear,” the Bishops conclude, ‘‘ that 
for us Catholics religious instruction and 
training must hold: the place of paramount 
importance in the education of a Catholic 
child; in view of the supernatural dignity 
and destiny of the child religion should per- 
meaté and be the very son] of education, just 
as it should be the inspiration and guiding 

rinciples- of all the activities of Jife. 
For the appropriate and adequate education 
of Catholic children we require Catholic 
schools, staffed with Catholic teachers, under 
Catholic management. As long as these 
schools maintain in secular subjects the 
standard of efficiency demanded by. the State, 
they are strictly entitled to participate to the 
full in the grants made for educational pur- 
poses, either by Parliament or by the local 
education authority, since we Catholics con- 
tribute our proportionate share of the revenue 
from which these grants are made. This is 
a matter, not of religion, but of elementary 
justice. For, as we are compelled to bear 
our proportionate share of the burdens of 
the State, we are clearly entitled to share 
equally with all others in the benefits of the 


State. 
THE NATIONAL SYSTEM. 

The statement further sets ont:—‘‘ The 
national system worked satisfactorily, on the 
whole. While in theory it was unacceptable 
on Catholic principles, in practice it met 
substantially the Catholic ia as in the 
course of a short time it became for all 
practical purposes a denominational system. 
Those inherent rights of the Church and of 
the family concerning Christian education 
which in practice were recognised and 
secured under it, were peacefully enjoyed for 
well nigh a hundred years. The guarantees 
for religious libertv and equality contained 
in the Act of the British Legislature which. 
in the year 1920, set up the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland seemed to secure those rights 
against future invasion, but the Education 
Act passed by the Parliament of -Northern 
Treland in the year 1923 has made 
inroads on them; for under the new svstem

account of religious belief. Quite obviously 
such a one-sided amendment, of the Education 
Act, as is foreshadowed, would give very 
marked preference, privilege, and advantage 
to those professing the Protestant religion, 
wile aggravating beyond measure the 
Injustice inflicted on those professing the 
Catholic religion. 

AN AMENDING BILL. 

“An amending bill, however, of some 
kind, is under consideration by the Govern- 
ment. The time, therefore, is opportune to 
reiterate our oft-repeated demands for fair 
und equitable treatment for our schools. In 
the calmer atmosphere which we have now 
Leached, we trust that our claims, based as 
they are, on elementary justice, and on the 
principles of the natural and divine law, 
will be readily granted, for it should be the 
lory, as it is the duty, of civil authority 
in this intensely Christian Jand to protect 
and foster the Christian education of its 
citizens.”

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HIGH COMMISSIONER AND 
THE FREE STATE, 


From Ocm Own C ON DENT. 
| LAVERPOOL, Friday. 

An interesting and attractive event in 
Liverpool's list of social and educational 
activities to-night: was. a. lecture on “ The 
Political and Economic Status of the Trish: 
Free State,” by Professor T. A. Smiddy, 
High Commissiener’ in England of the Irish 
Free State, under the puspices of the Irish 
Society of the Liverpool University. 

Protessor James Rice, M.A., of the 
Faculty of Science of the Liverpool Univer- 
sity, presided, and,’ in introducing Professor 
Smiddy, said that no one was more com- 
| petent to deal with the subject specified than 
their visitor, who had had a brilliant -cllege 
career in Ireland, after which he had gone 
to France, where he studied, and afterwards 
entered academic circles. 

THE LECTURE. 

Professor Smiddy, who was cordially 
applauded, prefaced his observations by say- 
ing that his object was to illustrate how 
they had used their freedom in Southern 
Ireland, and how they had proved them- 
selves worthy of self-government. _ . 

The Irish Free State had made a notable 
constitutional adyance since the Treaty «of 
December, 1921, and any future’ constitu- 
tional advance of Canada would mean a 
sithilar advance in the status of the Irish 
Free State. The Free State was represented 
by Ministers plenipotentiary in foreign 
countries, and foreign countries had Ministers 
accredited in the Irish Free State. The Free 
State was a member of the League of Nations 
by its own right. The Irish Free State 
appointed its own representatives directly to 
the League, and they had already plaved a 
prominent part, and were also likely to play 
a still bigger part in the deliberations of the 
League. (Hear, hear.) The Free State had 
been the first member of the British Com- 
monwealth to signify to the Kelloge Pact. 
Under the Irish Free State Constitution every 
man and woman over the age of 21 had a 
vote, showing that they were a true demo- 
cratic country, and that a Government could 
hold power only so long as it registered the 
wishes of the majority of the people. 

GOVERNMENT'S ACTIVITIES. 

Professor Smiddy proceeded to describe 
how the Irish Free State had used its liberty, 
and dealt with various cides of the Govern- 
ment‘s activities. He also referred to the 
faith of outside industrialists in the stability 
of the Free State, giving as an instance the 
establishment of the enormous plant for the 
Ford factory at Cork, which, he said, last 
week emploved 6300 men, and had a wages 
bill of £32,000. ‘The financial policv of the 
Government was very conservative, and they 
had adopted the policy of paying their way 
as they went along. (Hear, hear.) 

The valne of the Free State investments in 
foreign countries, mostly in Great Pritain. in 
Government and industrial securities, was 
estimated at £240,000,000, so that they were 
really a creditor nation. Their foreicn invest- 
ments per head compared favonrably with 
those of the United Kingdom. Their Budcet 
was substantially balanced for four years. 
and the policy had been rigidly adhered to of 
paying non-recurrent expenses out of revenue.

£24 000,090, of which at least ten millions had

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SOVIET CONSCRIPT 
LABOUR. 
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1,500,000 PEASANTS TO BE 
MOBILISED. 

The Riga Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The Soviet Government has intro- 
duced a system of conscript labour gangs 
among the peasantry, which resembles in 
some aspects the forced labour system of 
the ‘Russian period of serfdom. During 
the slack seasons all collective farms must 
supply special contingents of seasonal 
labourers for service in various branches 
of Soviet industzy, especially the.building 
and timber trades. 

The Labour Commissariat in Moscow, 
without consulting the peasants, has con- 
cluded with the Central Collective Farm 
Department (the chief Government depart- 
ment for organising collective agriculture) 
a contract for the mobilisation of 1,500,000 
peasant labourers this year. The peasants, 
belonging to collective farms. have no 
option, buf must go whither they are sent 
and submit to discipline.

RURAL AMENITIES. 


SLR Lk. HILTON-YOUNG’S 
BILL, 
— 


From Over PABLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The rapid and progressive spoliation of the 
country-side by the cutting Seen of trees, 
the erection oí inartistic houses, hideous 
petrol stations and ugly advertisement hoard- 
ings was the main theme of this afternoon s 
discussion in the House of Commons. 

Sir E. Hilton-Young, who now represents 
Kent, one of the loveliest spots in the garden 
of England, asked the House to give a second 
reading to a bill to provide for the better 
preservation of rural amenities and objects 
of national interest. 

The expression, ‘‘ rural anienities,’’ is de- 
defined as meaning “‘ the beauty of the land- 
scape. rural scenery, and the enjoyment cl 
the countryside,” including fields, trees, 
woods, hills, valleys, cliffs, foreshores, 
streams, commons, open spaces, village 
greens, ways. buildings or groups of build- 
ings, gardens and other features with 
picturesque characteristics, historic associa- 
tions, archeological interest, or architectural 
merit. i 

The bill, he said, was designed in the in- 
terests of the public welfare, and it repre- 
sented the labours of the whole af the great 
societies which gave their work and time in 
an effort to preserve the beauties of the 
country-side, and to prevent, so far as they 
could, that objectionable feature known as 
the ribbon development on the lines of the 
new roads. The general idea underlying the 
bill was to bring some forethought to bear, and 
to extend the provisions of the Town-Plan- 
ning Act of 1925 to the whole country-side, 
instead of, as at present, agp their 
attentions to land that was ripe for develop- 
ment. There were clauses in the bill dealing 
with almost every aspect of the question, and 
not the least important of these clauses was 
that which iota’ a county council to pre- 
pare schemes in cases where the local 
authority was in default. It was a sad thing 
to refiect that, if things were allowed to go 
on as at present, our children’s children 
would never see the sunlight through the 
yellow leaves of a young oak in an Englisn 
wood, and the haunts of Herne the Hunter 
and Robin Hood would have disappeared for 
ever, 

One provision in the bill was designed to 
prevent ‘‘the horrible trade in the export of 
ancient buildings.” “It is gontrary to the 
deepest feelings of everyone,”® he said, “' that 
these treasures of the tradition, history and 
beauty of our land should be exploited for 
REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Ede moved the rejection of the bill, ca 
the ground that it was not practical enough. 

Lady cyathia Mosley took a like view. 
She wanted to see the Powers dealing with 
backward and stick-in-the-mud Councils con- 
siderably strengthened, as well as those 
which would guard against the erection of 
vuigar, monstrous, hideous houses, and the 
prenace of sporadic development. How often 
did they see a lovely stretch of countryside 
eompletely spoiled by one glaring red roof. 
She would suggest that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer should exempt. from death 
duties land and buildings which had been 
bequeathed to the nation. Her father, the 
late Marquess Curzon, had left two castles 
to the country, and death duties were still 
being paid upon them. 

Mr. John Buchan, the novelist, quoted 
from an American visitor to England: “ You 
have the most beautiful country in the 
world, and yon do not know it.” The 
Leanty of England, he said, was. indeed, a 
subtle and delicate thing, and he was glad 
that people at last were coming to a real 
knowledge of their heritage. Another gene- 
ration or two of apathy and rural England 
was no more. In a sense this was a 
democratic measure, because rural England 
was essentially the heritage of the poor man. 

Sir, Baker supported the bill, and it also 
had the appreval of Mr. Greenwood, who 
spoke for the Ministry of Health, though he 
was inclined to shrink at the multitude of 
the powers which it was proposed to confer 
upon him. He could not promise that special 
facilities would be given for the later stages 
of the bill, but in Committee he would move 
amendments to make it a really workable 
measure. 

The motion for rejection was withdrawn, 
and the hill was read a second time without 
a division,

ADMINISTRATION REVOKED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the goods of Miss Catherine Dunne, late 
of Tullyarran, Co. Meath, deceased, 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Cochrane 
ond Co.), on behalf of James Dunne, of 
Tullyarran, applied for an order that the 
grant of letters of administration to the 
personal estate of the deceased Catherine 
Dunne, granted on the 23rd July, .1929, to 
Charles Neacy, of Loyd, Kells, Co. Meath, 
her nephew, be revoked. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of his client, 
who stated that the deceased Catherine 
Dunne died on the 11th March, 1929, intestate, 
without parent or grandparent or sister, 
and leaving him,-her only brother, and 
Charles Neacy and Patrick Neacy, sons of 
Mary Neacy, her sister, who predeceased her, 
surviving. On the 23rd July, 1929, letters 
of administration to the personal estate of 
the deceased Catherine Dunne were granted 
to Charles Neacy. He was informed that 
Charles Neacy on the 26th June, 1929, swore 
an affidavit setting out that the deceased 
woman died intestate, without brother or 
sister surviving her. That statement was 
untrue to the Sieowiadan of Charles Neacy, 
who was perfectly well aware of deponent’s 
existence, and that deponent was brother of 
the deceased Catherine Dunne. He was in- 
formed that the solicitor for Charles Neacy 
lodged the grant in the Probate Office, and 
that Charles Neacy refused or neglected to 
Sign a consent that it be revoked. 

There was no appearance in court for 
Charles Neacy.
